PORTUGAL faces uprising of people in 
opposition to enforcement of church 
separation law. 


[BY CABLE TO THE CHICAGO TRIBUNE] 
MADRID, Sept. 19.—The government has 
taken the most rigid steps in its efforts to 
stamp out the uprising which it now is ad- 
mitted has spread to all sections of the coun- 
try. 

Realizing that the general strike which the 
General Labor union has called is not a 
movement for the betterment of working 
conditions, but is an attack on the monarchy, 
it was decided today to issue a proclamation 
placing martial law in effect throughout the 
country by the suspension of constitutional 
guarantees. The general strike was called 
this afternoon. Immediately thereafter 
martial law was declared. 

‘The decision of the cabihet, ratified by 
King Alfonso, was made after the govern- 
ment had reecived reports on disorders in 
scores of cities. At Bilbao and Saragossa 
many persons were killed today during stree* 
fighting between rioters and soldiers. The 
casualties at Bilbao came when troops fired 
on a crowd that was endeavoring to free 
prisoners, including strike leaders, who were

Only the prompt 
action of the government in throwing an 
overwhelming force of soldiers into the dis- 
trict prevented a general revolt. 


Grave Peril in Madrid. 
Even in- Madrid there is grave peril! of ax 
uprising again t the government, engineertd 
by Republicans and Socialists under the guise 
of astrike. Extraordinary precautions have 
been taken in the capital. All the police- 
men have been armed with carbines. 
Three anarchists were arrested at Bilbao. 
The police seized their homes, as well as 
that of Sefior Zapata, the Libertarian, who 
is the mainspring of the present syndicalist, 
or union movement. 
Strikes have been declared at Cadiz, Huelva, 
Gijon, and other cities. In most of these 
places the movement has been accompanied 
by, violence and troops were needed to break 
up street rioting. 
In view of the genera! disturbed condi- 
tion of affairs throughout the country the 
absence of a greater part of the army in 
Morocco is causing the government anxiety. 
There are only 70,000 troops available which 
is barely enough to defend two or three of 
the larger cities. 


Crisis Great as in 1909. 
It ts admitted in government circies that 
Spain today is facing a crisis equal if not 
greater in gravity than that following the 
riots in Barcelona in 1908. The agitation and 
the power of the agitators on the masses 
have increased in proportion to the rigor of 
the repressive measures updertaken by the 
government.

He did not deny 
that the inquiry already is under way. 


Brings Joy to Victims. 
To many men in the department the word 
that the United Police was to be hit brought 
joy—especially to those who gave up $20 
apiece for the big $60,000 “slush fund” a 
year ago—which was raised for the purpose 
of influencing aldermen, and of which $40,000 
disappeared at the same time that Police- 
man Stine, head of the organization, dropped 
out of sight. 
To the friends of the organization, the 
developments of the day brought anything 
but joy. They realized with sudden recollec- 
tion that it was Mayor Harrison, who as 
mayor about eight years ago, blew up the 
same organization because of its effect upon 
the discipline of the force.

“The grave measure we have taken is ab- 
solutety imperative, not ondy for the defense 
of public institutions but for society itself,” 
said Premier Canalejas tonight. ‘‘ The sus 
pension of the constitutional guarantees has 
been decided upon by the government in the 
presence of a movement unmistakably revo- 
lutionary and anarchistic in character—a 
movement, it may be assumed, directed 
against all social order.’ 
The premier says the government will re- 
store normal conditions, at whatever price. 
The last time when martial law was de- 
clared in Spain was in the summer of 1909, 
when the efforts of the government to put 
down the revolutionary outbreak culminated 
in the execution of Prof. Ferrer, a dis- 
tinguished educator of anti-monarchica] 
principles.

States troops to Chicagoin response. After- 
wards the two judges sent Debs and some 
of his associates to jail for contempt. 

Judge Grosscup was promoted to the Cir- 
cult bench in 1899 by President McKinley, 


and that, unlike planting a garden and then 
watching it grow, is too much like merely 
weeding the garden. 
* The reason for my resigning at all is that 
I wish more freedom, not only as an individ- 
val but asa citizen. The world, politically, is 
trying to catch up with the world’s radically 
changed economic conditions. The ‘ forma- 
tive’ period is approaching. Next year’s 
presidential election will, I believe, be the 
last one on the old Jines. And the settlement 
for the future will come not through the 
courts of law but through the court of public 
opinion. I wish no office—expect never again 
to hold office--but I wish greater freedom 
than the bench gives to do my part in this 
court of public opinion. : 

‘* My chief regret in resigning Is the separa- 
tion from my associates—no association be- 
tween men has ever been sincerer or more 
friendly—and the separation from the bar of 
the circuit in the relation of Judge and coun- 
sel. There will be times, I fully realize, that 
down deep in my heart the wish will come 
that I were back again. I expect, of course, 
to reénter the practice of the law—an idle life 
would be an unhappy one—but to practice law 
in a not too strenuous way.” 


Wish to Resign Well Known. 

Judge Grosscup’s desire to get off the bench 
has been known to his intimate friends fora 
long time. He has had it in mind for at least 
two years. For a time two things stood in his 
way. One was the fact that he was the storm 
center of the heated controversy caused by 
the long delayed settlement of the traction 
question, which would have given his then re- 
tirement the appearance of retreating under 
fire, and the other his feeling that he could 
not well quit untt!! the traction question itself 
had been finally settled. 
There was a time, during the Roosevelt ad- 
ministration when the judge had hopes of 
being promoted to the United States Supreme 
court. That he would have welcomed such 
an appointment was well known. But Presi- 
dent Roosevelt gave the friends who sounded 
the president on the subject clearly to under- 
stand that such an appointment would never 
be made by him, and with this Judge Groes- 
cup’s determination to get out of his present 
place became fixed. 


Prominent Figure on Bench. 

He has been a prominent figure in Chi- 
cago ever since he was made United States 
district judge by President Harrison in 1892. 
That sa year he sat en banc with Circuit 
Judges Jenkins and Woods, both his elders 
and superiors, in the hearing of the suit 
to determine whether the world’s fair should 
be allowed to keep open on Sundays. The 
other two judges decided that, under the 
law, it must close, but Judge Grosscup dis- 
sented and his dissenting opinion was sus- 
tained by the United States Supreme court. 

Then came the Debs riots in 1894 and. in 
conjunction with Judge Woods. Judge Grogs- 
cup issued an injunction restraining the

Since then the most prominent cage Judge 
Grosscup has been a part of was the Standard 
Oll litigation in which Judge Landis fined the 
offending corporation nearly $80,000,000. This 
was taken to the Court of Appeals, in which 
Judge Grosscup was sitting, and there the 
Landis finding was reversed 

Indicted After Mattoon Disaster. 

Judge Grosscup was the chief owner of an 
interurban trolley* line between Charleston 
and Mattoon in Coles county. A collision om 
this line kitted nine citizens of Coles county. 
The judge, as one of the directors, waa in- 
Gicted.on a charge of manslaughter. The 
indictment was quashed by the Circuit judge 
of the state court, 

Im 1910 Congressman Sabath, at the request 
of the Chicago Federation of Labor, intro- 
duced resolutions in congress looking to the 
impeachment of Judge Grosscup for his deci- 
sions in labor cases. They never got beyond 
the presentation stage. 

Landis Does Not Want Place. 

It is not consideréd likely that either of 
the district judges will be advanced by 
Judge Grosscup’s resignation. Judge Lan- 
dis has made it clear on various occa- 
sions he would not consider it an advance- 
ment, save insalary. His interest in the Dis- 
trict court work at lower salary is so vigor- 
cus, and his connection with his present work 
so intimate, it is not believed he would accept 
any’ other appointment. 


Chosen Honorary President of Con- 
gress Because of His Position in 
the Department of Agriculture. 


Decatur, Uk, Sept. 19.—{Special.]—A. D. 
Bridgman, a leader in the prohibition move- 
ment here, has received a reply to a denuncia- 
tion of Secretary James Wilson of the depart- 
ment of agriculture for accepting the hon- 
orary presidency of the brewers’ congress to 
be held in Chicago. In his letter Mr. Wi 
eon says: 

“ There is an international feature to this 
congress to be held in the United States. Ag- 
riculture is to be discussed. The United 
States is interested in the growing of barley 
and hops for domestic uses. They are nat- 
urally under the jurisdiction of the depart- 
ment ofagriculture. Discussions along other 
lines would be foreign to us. This congress 
and this exhibition are not under the officia! 
patronage of the government of the United 
States. The honorary presidency which 
comes to me is on account of my position as 
secretary of agriculture. I will have no 
actual presiding to do,in this convention.”

The 
public cap fudgé as to the rea] reason for its 
refusal.” 

Harvard Charges Not Refuted. 

Mr. Craneds letter to Tes Trisune after 
stating he was proud of hig grandson who 
differed with him regarding e¢onditions in 
Harvard, went og fo say; 

‘As to my other critics,-not one of them 
has made g@ serious effort to refyte the fig- 
ures brought out by my investigation. A 
good many of my critics brand me 4s a gross 
exaggerator, & man with an ax to grind, a 
muckraker, and gome even go so far as to 
call me a Mar. But not one of them produces 
figures to contravert the report made by my 
investigator—thet drunkenness and immo- 
rality are common vices among the students. 

“The friends of the colleges were the first 
to recogninze and admit that these deplor- 
able conditions exist in the colleges. I am 
certainly not responsible for what they have 
discovered end made public. 

“Dr. David Starr Jordan, Woodroy Wil- 
son, and Dr. Virchow were among those 
I quoted in my original article. All agreed 
that higher education had, in some ways, 
failed signally. They are not the on ho 
arise now to question the accurary of my 
report. As @ matter of fact, pone or the 
critics really question its accuracy. 

“<It seems to me that the management of 
Harvard university cannot be excused for 
not knowing the conditions among its stu- 
dente and for not having taken some steps 
to stop them. Jt certainly is just as easy 
for them te obtain this information as it was 
ine. In my opinion they owe it to the parents 
who eend theif boys to this institution to 
look after these boys somewhat. end when 
they find a boy is going to the bad to either 
send for his parents of compel the boy to 
return home. 

“I do not wish the publi¢ to think that it 
has all been adverse criticism. ‘The fact is 
that I have received a great many letters

Boston. Mass., Sept. 19.—Six prominent 
men connected with the United Sho: Machin- 
ery company were indicted today by the fed- 
eral grand jury for alleged vioiations of the 
Sherman anti-trust act. Two indictments 
were returned alleging the maintenance of 
an unlawful combination and conspiracy in 
restraint of trade on the part of.President 
Sydney W. Winslow, Vice Presidents Ed- 
ward P. Hurd, George W. Brown, and Wil- 
liam Barbour, Counsel Elmer P. Howe, and 
James J. Storrow. Winslow, Hurd, Brown, 
Howe, and Storrow are Bostonians, while 
Barbour is a resident of New York. 

All except Storrow are directors of the 
company. Storrow resigned from the direc- 
torate just before the municipal election two 
years ago, when he was a candidate for 
mayor, but is the largest stockholder. 

The grand jury sat for nearly a month con- 
sidering the evidence produced by seventy- 
five witnesses who were brought here by 
special agents of the department of justice 
at Washington from all part of the country, 
but especially from New England. The in- 
vestigation was in charge of United States 
District Attorney Asa P. French. assisted 
by Special Assistant Attorney General Wil- 
liam S. Gregg and Oliver E. Pagin of Wash- 
ington. ° 
The indicted officials will be summoned into 
court within the next ten days to plead to 
the indictments and furnish bail.

Marquette Plans Elaborate.

Consular Courts a Handicap. 

Although the question of the economic tn- 
terests of Germany in Morocco appears to be 
on the eve of settlement, there remath other 
disputed points still to be settled. Among 
these are the questions relating to consular 
courts and a system whereby the legations 
and consulates take certain natives under 
their protection. 

The French people, particularly the busi- 
ness men, have become weary of the daily 
agitations and the confusing reports of what 
is likely to happen. It is the most serious 
controversy France has had with Germany 


since 1870, and the unity of the people, the 
firmness and tenacity of the government 
toward a formidable neighbor, is regarded 
by foreign observers as worth the strain 
undergone. 

France's position in Europe, it is generally 
considered, has been greatly strengthened. 

One point in favor.of France is shown in a 
report published in La Patrie to the effect 
that the German government has asked 
France to lend her $80,000,000. The loan, 
according to the story, is being negotiated 


| by the Rothschilds. 


Germany Stands By Demands. 

BERLIN, Sept. 19.—A semi-official news 
agency, referring to the latest negotiations 
on Morocco, says there are German de- 
mands of fundamcntal character which Ger- 
many cannot a»ardcon. Respecting these a 
formal statement was embodied in a letter 
which was handed to M. Cambon by Herr 
von Kiderlen-Waechter, but these officials 
concluded that it was more practical to dis- 
cuss orally the existing points of difference 
and try to prepare an outline which would do 
justice to the views of both sides. There 
arose, however, 
which the negotiators agreed to submit to 
thelr governments.

GEN. ANTENOR FIRMIN DIES. 


Life of Haytian Revolution Leader, 
Who Aspired to the Presidency, 
Terminates in Exile. 


ST. THOMAS, D. W. L., Sept. 19.—Gen. 
Antenor Firmin, who deserted his post as 
Haytien minister at London, to help ovér- 
throw President Simon of Hayti, died here 
today. 

Firmin led one of the two revolutionary 
parties and was a candidate for the presi- 
dency in succession to Simon. However, 
Gen. Le Conte, the other'revolutionary chief, 
was the first to reach Port-au-Prince after 
the success of the revolution had been as- 
sured, and he assumed the presidency before 
Firmin could muster sufficient strength to 
give him a fighting chance at the capital. 

For a time a conflict between the followers 
of Le Conte and the adherents of Firmin was 
feared, but on Aug. 4, two deys after Simon 
had left Port-au-Prince, Firmin sailed for

Augustus Alvord Carpenter, one of the 
Pioneer lumbermen of the west and long 
active in Chicago affairs, died yesterday at 
his summer residence in Mentor, O. He had 
been ill for a number of years. 

Mr. Carpenter was born in Franklin county, 
N. Y., June 8, 1825, the son of Alanson and 
Guila Elma Carpenter, and was educated in 
the common schools. When seventeen years 
old he started business as a stock breeder in 
Wyoming county, N. Y., but abandoned that 
when the tales of the gold strike in Cali- 
fornia reached him. He joined the race for 
the west, going by boat to the Isthmus of 
Panama and crossing to the Pacific. 


Misses Fortune; Returns East. 

Three years later Mr. Carpenter came east 
to Monroe, Wis., and started in the lumber 
business. He came to Chicago and organized 
the Kirby, Carpenter & Co. Lumber tom- 
pany. Evegtually he became president of 
the Kirby-Carpenter company, and was ac- 
tive in it until retiring ten years ago.

She did not know 
that gasoline has to be handled much more 
carefully than gunpowder, and that an 
unseen train of gasoline vapor’ might lead 
straight from the-match she struck to the 
comparatively distant can.

Lord Suffield is the fifth baron and sixth 
baronet of his family, which was founded by 
Sir Charles Harbord, surveyor general of 
Charles 1., another scion of the house being 
Admiral Sir Charles Harbord, whose monu- 
ment is in Westminster abbey. 

The Harbords are of old Norfolk stock, and 
have been established at Gunton hall, in Nor- 
folkshire. for centuries. The peerage dates 
from 1786. The father of the present peer 
was killed by a fall from his horse. In 1854 
the present Lord Suffield married Cecilia 
Baring, sister of the late Lord Revelstoke 
and of Lord Cromer, and she died only a 
few months ago, after the celebration in 1904 
of her golden wedd'ng, amidst her numérous 
children and grandchildren.

Admiral Spencer Victor de Horsey, who has 
just retired from the British navy, is a 
nephew of the Countess of Cardigan, who 
created a sensation a few years ago by the 
publication of some extraordinary and not 
altogether reliable reminiscences. 

Admiral de Horsey has had quite a number 
of interesting experiences during his serv- 
ice. He was present at the palace of Seoul 
when the Japanese took the Emperor of 
Corea a prisoner during the war in Corea. 
He received the thanks of the Chinese gov- 
ernment tor the brilliant rescue of the crew 
of a Chinese cruiser that had been destroyed 
in battle by the Japanese, and fought gallant- 
ly with thé naval brigade in South Africa, 
where he was severely wounded. = 

His father, old Admiral Sir Algernon de 
Horsey, is still alive, and. although in his 
eighty-fourth year, a conspicuous figure at 
Cowes during the regatta week. It was Sir 
Algernon’s flagship, the Shah, when he was 
commander of the British naval forces in the 
Pacific. some thirty-odd yenrs ago, that 
‘fought the rebel Peruvian ironclad Hucscar. 
forced it to haul dowry, its flag, and restored 
it to the Peruvian governMent, an action 
which excited no end of discussion at the 
time, but subsequently was fully justificd by 
Parliament. There has always been a qués- 
tion as to the right of the lawyer father of 
old Lady Cardigan, and of her brother, Sir 
Algernon de Horsey, to assume-.the hame of 
De Horsey, which had belonged to one of his 
clients. But, in view of the fact that Sir 
Algernon, his brother, General de Horsey, 
and Admiral Spencer Victor de Horsey have 
all three won military-and naval distinction 
and laurels in active service under the name, 
it is just as well to avoid any discussion 
about the matter, since they have borne the 
name so honorably and added luster thereto.

| ANSWER TO MANY COMPLAINTS. 
Chicago, Sept. 15.—[To the Friend of the 
People.|—With reference to the communi- 


that a stair building’ shop next to his 
premises has caused him great annoyance 
by reason of flying sawdust and a smoke 
nuisance, I beg to state the law with refer- 
ence to these conditions: 

“Section 2358 of the Municipal Code, regu- 
lating the emission of dense smoke, is as fol- 
lows: ‘ The emission of dense smoke within 
.the city from the smokestack of any loc»- 
motive, steamboat, steam tug, steam roller, 
steam derrick, steam pile driver, tar kettle, 
or other similar machine or contrivance, or 
from the smokestack or chimney of any 
building or premises, excepting for a period 
of six minutes in any one hour during which 
the firebox is being cleaned out or a new 
fire being built therein, is hereby declared 
to be a nuisance and may be summarily 
abated by the smoke inspector or by any one 
whom he may duly authorize for such pur- 
pose. Such abatement may be an addition 
to the fine hereinafter provided. Any per- 
son, firm, or corporation owning, operating, 
or in charge or control of any locomotive, 
steam boat, steam tug, steam roller, steam 
derrick, steam pile driver, tar kettle, or 
other similar machine pr contrivance, or of 
any building or premises, who shall cause ur 
permit the emission of dense smoke within 


the city, from the smokestack or chimney 
of any such, locomotive, steamboat, steam 
tug, steam Toller, steam derrick, steam pile 


driver, tar kettle, or other similar machine 
vr contrivance, or from the smokestack or 
chimney of any building or premises so 
owned, controlled, or in charge of him, her, 
or them, except for a period of six minutes 
in any one hour during which the firebox 
is being cleaned out or a new fire being built 
therein, shall be deemed guilty of a vio'a- 
tion of this section, and upon convictioa 
thereof shall be fined not less than $10 nor 
more than $100 for each offense; and such 
emission of dense smoke in violation of the 
provisions of this section shall constitute a 
separate offense for each and every day ou 
which such violation shall continue.’ ”’ 

Therefore, if Dr. Schupmann will notify 
the city smoke inspector in the futufe of 
any violation of the section above stated, the 
smoke inspector will not permit the smoke 
annoyance. I have notified the smoke in- 
spector of his complaint in reference to the 
smoke, and aefion will be taken if necessary. 

With reference to the sawdust question, 
there is no ordinance which will regulate this 
part of the stair building shop. 

Section 665 of the Revised Municipal 
Code regulates the storages of lumber near 
planing mil) or private residence, tenement 
house or hotel. f 

“No lumber shall be piled for the pur- 
pose of storing, seasoning, or drying the 
same, within fifty feet of any planing mill 
or wood working manufactory, nor within 
100 feet of any private residence, tenement 
house, or hotel, unless the same has been 
erected since the establishment of such 
yard.” 

This is the only ordinance in my judgment 
that would affect the conduct of the stair 
building shop, and it speaks for itself. 

Section 1437 of the Revised Municipal 
Code, under the head of annoyances, is as 
follows: 

“No lime, ashes, coal, dry sand, hair, 
feathers, or other substance that is/in s 
similar manner liable to be blown by the 
wind, shall be sieved or agitated or exposed; 
nor shall any mat, carpet, or cloth be shaken 
or beaten, nor any cloth, yarn, garment, or 
material, or substance be scoured, cleaned, 
or hung, nor any business be conducted over 
or in any street or public place, or where 
particles, therefrom set in motion thereby 
will pass into any such street or public 
place, or into any occupied premises; and no 
usual or reasonable precaution shall be 
omitted by any person to prevent frag- 
ments or other substances from falling, or 
dust and light material flying into any street, 
place, or building, from any building or 
erection while the same is being altered, re- 
paired, or demolished. ”

‘(ities in the United States need “ home 
rule" and @ shorter list of elected officers ac- 
‘sording to the experts who spoke at yester- 
day's session of the Internationa] Municipal 
congress in the Coliseum. 

Gov. John A. Dix in a paper that waa read 
for him in his absence declared that the fail- 
ures of city governments are due to the fact 
that they are not permitted to solve their 
own problems ‘n their own way. Prof. Charles 
. Merriam of the University of Chicago, 
who presided, prophesied that either the com- 
mission plan of city government or some sim- 
ple form of the short: ballot in which the 
¥oter passes on only a few conspicuous offices 
wil] soon be adopted by all cities. 

The commission plan was explained in ée- 
tall by James G. Berryhill of Des Moines, Ia. 
one of the men who helped to draw up the 
Des Moines form of commission. Prof. Ford 
H. McGregor of the University of Wisconsiz 
also urged the plan as a solution for misgov- 
ernment. 


Dix Advocates Detaher Powers. 

Gov. Dix wrote in part: 

“The time has come when the cities of 
America should demand that instead of be- 
ing governed. as subject provinces, they 
gnall be endowed with powers of government 
as complete and efficient as those vested in 
the state and nation by the state and federal! 
constitutions. Such action would stimulate 
civic pride. would dignify municipa! respon- 
sibility, and inspire wholesome administra- 
tion in the various city departments for the 
feguiation of affairs purely local. 

“We have in America today too Nlttle of 
elvyic pride. We have love and reverence for 
our state, we thrill with patriotism for our 
country, but we have no sueh emotions for 
eur city. Lindow our cities with the self-gov- 
ernment to which they are entitled, establish 
the true relation of siate and municipality, 
and there will resuit better government both 
for the state and for the city.’’ 


Merriam Urges Simple Government 

Prof. Merriam deciared that cities of the 
United States needed more power in ordes 
to control public utilities. He argued also 
for simplification of city government. 
~"“ & conspicuous tendency in recent charter 
he said, “has been the growing 
demand for simplification and consolidation 
of governmental power. The complicated 
nature of government in many cities has made 
possible a game of hide and seek on the 
part of the political bosses and corruption- 
ists. They have béen abie to avoid respon- 
sibility by pleading ldck of power or by 
the confusion and overlapping of govern- 
mental authority. Plans for securing con- 
trel of government to the people should 
and will be generally adopted soon.”’

LUMBERMEN ASK RATE QUIZ; 
ATTACK ROADS ON WEIGHING. 
Michigan Men ‘File Petition with In- 


terstate Commerce Body—Commis- 
sion Issues New Pass Regulations. 


Present practices and methods of the rall- 
roads in weighing carload shipments of 
lumber for the purpose of ascertaining the 
freight rates thereon are severely arraigned 
by the lumber dealers in a petition that 
has just been forwarded to the interstate 
commerce commission. The Grand Rapids 
Lumbermen’s association, the petitioner, asks 
that the commission of its own motion in- 
stitute a genera] investigation ‘to the end 
that it may determine and prescribe just 
and reasonable methods and facilities. 

E. L. Ewing, traffic manager! of the as- 
sociation, points out in the petition that the 
rates which must be paid on lumber depend 
as much on the welghts as ascertained by 
the reads as upon the published rate tariffs 
But. it is declared, that while the latter are 
subject to regulation by the commission, 
the methods of ascertaining the weights are 
fixed by the carriers and are subject tomany 
variations which operate to the disadvantage 
of the shipper. ’ 

The interstate commerce commission has 
issued'a complete set of regulations govern- 
ing the issuance, use, and recording of passes 
granted by steam roads, to become effective 
on Jan. 1, 1912. It is designed te compel the 
keeping of records in a form that may be 
readily checked up by the commission's ex- 
aminers 

The rules require that each road shall file 
with the commission by the first of each year 
a list of the officers authorized to issue passes 
or to request passes of other roads.

At Marshall and 
McKinley it was found that conditions were almost 
similar to those at Austin. A large percentage of 
the male students work during their spare hours 
and did not find even enough time to practice two 


hours each evening. Both Marshall and McKinley ; 


had considerable trouble last season, Mareha!! 
dropping out before the league seaton was com- 
pleted because of strife between the members of 
the eleven and the fa¢ulty. while McKinley, which 
did finish the schedule, wiil not have a team this 
year because of lack of interest.

Oue Driver Forfeits His Perfect 
Score by Running Down 
a Tedestrian.

Six of the trucks competing in the Chicago 
Motor club's commercial truck teat were 
penalized in the second day's run of sixty- 
one miles, the longest and hardest yet 6n- 
countered, making a total of eight vehicles 
which have forfeited perfect scores thus far 
intheevent.  . 

The route included a considerable portion of 
Chicago's business and commercial districts 
and necessitated almost constant use of low 
gears, while stops occasioned by traffie were 
nume In spite of these difficulties the 
trucks hauled their heavy loads of gravel 
bags so rapidly and easily that they reached 
the controls far ahead of scheduled time. 


Noon Control at Yards. 

The run started early in the morning from 
Twenty-sixth street and Wabash avenue and 
went to Evanston, after which the trucks re- 
turned to the South side and parked at the 
stockyards for the noon control. After lunch- 
eon the start again was made, and the con- 
testants were called upon to run to Oak Park 
and from there back to the official garage. 

When the officials checked up at night, only 
six vehicles were found to have been pe- 
malized. No, 2 Mercutly picked up 72 points for 
coil trouble, while No. 6 Mcintyre was given 24 
demerits for tinie lost on th® west side, when the 
truck ran into aiman. The driver stopped his ma- 
chine long enough to ascertain that the man wae 
not serlously injured. after which the pedestrian 
was taken to his residence by the contesting truck. 
No. 14 Adams was charged with six points for tek- 
Ing on ofl outside of the control and No. 21 McIn- 
tyre was withdrawn from the contest after the 
machine had hit a wagon and broken the steering 
‘gear. No. 23 Reliance was assessed 316 points for 
a replaced bearitg and\No. 82 Alco was withdrawn 
when a bearing burned out.
